The solution of the whole question 
lies in The fact that there is too much 
production, and daily increasing, until 
the situation is really alarming. When 
strenuous applications of the drill In 
this territory has hurled a flood of 
oil on the market, taxing to Us full 
capacity the one railroad to carry it 
away. When the field at Oldfield was 
in its active height a pipe line and 
loading rack was rushed up at that 
place, then came the active and very 
productive area in Union township, 
Cumberland county, a short distance 
uo.th^cSi ci Casey that flooded Uie 
linos with crude oil, and at this junc- 
ture the gusher field of Crawford coun- 
ty sprang up like a mushroom and 
poured out its thousands of barrels, 
which had to be taken care ot, and 
following this comes a roost remark 
able field in the eastern side of Casey 
township, and in Johnson and Orange 
townships, of Clarke connty, thnt may 
yet rival the famous Robinson-Stoy-

great bag of linen In which the said 
cats were."—London Chronicle.
